The Janes’ 


On the west side of the lower end 
of Main Street stands Northfield’s old- 
est house. Not only is'it the oldest 
house now standing but it adds to this 
distinction as being the only old house 
that still remains in the ownership of 
the same family that built it. The 
homestead is on lands granted to one 
of the pioneer settlers who came to 
Squakeag with the little band that 
made an heroic attempt to found an 
outpost village for their future home. 
Elder William Janes was one of the 
few adventurers that came to North- 
field in 1670 to explore the location 
of the contemplated settlement cnd in 


the spring of 1673 he was with the 
little group of settlers that began the 
building of the crude structures that 
were the first habitations in the town. 
A small building was erected as a 
place of worship and Elder Janes was 
employed as the first preacher in the 
settlement. Today the eleventh gen- 
eration from the Elder William re- 
sides in the old house that has seen 
well over a century and a half roll 
away into the history of village life. 

The dwelling, as it now stands, was 
constructed by Deacon Ebenezer 
Janes, great-grandson of Elder Wil- 
liam Janes. Many of the timbers in 
the house were taken from the old 
Janes’ house that was torn down to 
make way for the present building. 
The north front room is a e ex- 
ample of the colonial period and with 
its beams, pine siding for partitions, 
and its old corner cupboard brings 
back half forgotten stories of pioneer 
life before the Revolution. 

Deacon Ebenezer Janes, born in: 
1736, was a prominent and influential 
citizen, serving the town and state, in 
civil life as well as in the army, where 
he served as a Lieutenant in Captain 
Proctor’s Company, of Lieut. Col. 
Williams Regiment, that reinforced 
the Northern Army, July 10, 1777. 
He also was on the committee of Cor- 
respondence and Safety the same 
year, and served throughout the Rev- 
olution in many capacitiés, his abili- 
ties serving his country long and well. 
The name Ebenezer Janes is often 
found in Northfield history and al- 
ways is identified with positions of 
public trust. He died in 1808. 

His son, Xenophon, born in 1772, 
remained in the old home after the 
death of his father. Xenophon, too, 
was a servant of the public and held 
the position of town clerk for eight | 
years and in all probability kept the | 
town records in the corner cupboard, 
high above the reach of children’s ex- 
ploring fingers, in the north room. 
Mr. Janes was a musician of consider- 
able talent and besides being organist 
in the church, trained the choir for 
many years. Many a Sunday morn- 
ing service began with the strains of

swelling from the organ to accompany 
the choristers as they trolled the open- 
ing hymn. Janes was a fifer in a 
company during Shay’s rebellion. As | 
he played with equal skill the bazs- | 
viol, the spinet, and the organ we can | 
surmise that the panelings of the old | 
house often echo to the melodies be- | 
loved of our fore-fathers, and per- | 
haps, old echoes still linger in the 
walls to steal forth at night to re 
peat an old refrain. For, it is often | 
said that old houses talk in the night ' 
hours, and if it is s0 why should they | 
not sing the almost forgotten songs of | 
other years? 

In writing of his boyhood days in 
Northfield, Joel Munsell tells of the 
“eorn-huskings” that Xenephon Janes |

brook. Until after the freshet, that 
carried the mill away, the Main Street 
made this mill its southern terminus, 
the road continuing to the Farms 
branched from the main road, to the 
left, and ran over the hill to Beer’s 
plain. After the mill was rebuilt its 
entrance, formerly on the west bank 
of the brook, was changed to the east- 
ern bank as a road had recently been 
opened to the Farms that passed di- 
rectly by the location of the earlier 
mill. In Hoyt’s Antiquarian Re- 
searches, the author, in locating the 
site of Beer’s massacre, states that 
this action occurred a short distance 
south of Janes’ mill and as it is often 


mentioned in other histories, dealing 


with the early times in this vicinity, 
it is evident that years ago the mill 
was a landmark in this region. 
Xenephon died in 1829 leaving nine 
children. His son, Ebenezer, contin- 
ued to live in the homestead. At one 
time he was a river boatman running

Sentinel elm, sturdy landmark of 
the North Orange hills for more years 
than one dares to record and until 
Row seemingly immune from the ra- 
vages of time, has run its race. Only 
the shell remains and it is just a ques- 
tion of a short time before winds and 
storms will tear its branches asunder 
and the old tree will be but a memory. 
This spring for the first time no folli- 
e uppeared and although experts 
claimed the tree was doomed several 
years ago, the feeing prevailed that 
where there was life there was hope. 
With nothing to cover barren limbs 
admirers of the tree are resigned to 
its fate and naturally hope for a sim- 
flar landmark to take its place. The 
Athol Woman's club interested itself |: 
in the tree a few years ago and at 
that time raised funds to take meas- 
ures which would prolong its life but 
tree surgeons advised that any treat- 
ment would be futile. Since then 
it is understood efforts have been 
made to plant another tree nearby 
but that the present owner of the land 
discouraged this project. Apparent- 
ly he did not have the sentimental re- 
action to the tree’s death that others 
who have watched it from childhood 
had. Eventually, no doubt, means 
will be taken to replace the tree if 
arrangements with future owners can 
elm must stand only a.skeleton of its 
be made but for the present the ola 
former self. 

Just how old Sentinel elm is no one 
will venture to say. History states 
that Silas Marble on September 14, 
1770, bought the land where the tree 
now stands. The 180 acres which con- 
sisted of lots 7, 8, 9, 19 and 11 on 
Pequoiag hill cost him 20 pounds. 
The old elm stands on what was lot 7. 
Legends have been associated with the 
tree and it is probably true that it 
served as a lookout against the ap- 
proach of hostile Indians on more 
than one occasion, if actual combat 
did not occur within its view. It is 
the only tree of similar proportions 
standing on one of the highest ele- 
vations of the vicinity and from here 
one of the finest views in New Eng- 
land is afforded. It commands a 
sweep of many miles and can be seen 
from a distance of 20 miles. In spite 
of storm and tempest, it has stood its 
ground for approximately 150 years. 
Regardless of what direction one may 
travel, the tree can always be seen 
and as one native of North Orange 
dryly remarked, “I’ve lived for nigh 
on to 80 years and I’ve never got out 
of sight of it yet.” Another said he 
had to go to the Civil war to escape 
it.

should be hoisted to the peak for 
an instant then lowered to the half- 
staff position; but before lowering the 
Flag for the day it is raised again 
to the peak. By half-staff is meant 
hauling down the Flag to one-half the 
distance between the top and the bot- 
tom of the staff. If local conditions 
require, divergence from this position 
is permissible. On Memorial Day, 
May 30th, the Fl is displayed at 
halt-staff from sunnse until noon and 
at full staff from noon until sunset; 
for the Nation lives and the Flag is 
the symbol of the living Nation. 

13. Flags flown from fixed staffs 
are placed at half-staff to indicate 
mourning. When the Flag is dis- 
played on a small staff, as when car- 
ried in parade, mourning is indicated 
by attaching two streamers of black 
crepe to the spear head, allowing the 
streamers to fall naturally. Crepe is 
used on the flag-staff only by order 
of the President. 

14. When used to cover a casket, 
the Flag should be placed so that the 
union is at the head and over the left 
shoulder. The Flag should not be 
lowered into the grave nor allowed 
to touch the ground. The casket 
should be carried foot first. 

15. When the. Flag is displayed in 
the body of the church, it should be 
from a staff placed in the position of 
honor at the congregation's right as 
they face the clergyman. The service 
flag, the State ag or other flag 
should be at the left of the congrega- 
tion. If in the chancel or on the plat-. 
form, the Flag of the United States of 
America should be placed on the cler- 
gyman’s right as he faces the congre- 
gation and the other flags at hia left. 

16. When the Flag is in such condi- 
tion that it is no longer a fitting em- . 
blem for display, it should not be cast 
aside or used in any way that might 
be viewed as disrespectful to the Na- 
tional colors, but should be destroyed 
as a whole, privately, preferably by 
burning or by some other method in 
harmony with the reverence and re- 
spect we owe to the emblem repre- 
senting our country. 


Cautions 


1. Do not permit disrespect to be 
shown to the Flag of e United 
States of America. 

2. Do not dip the Flag of the 
United States of America to any per- 
son or any thing. The regimental 
color, State flag, organization or in- 
stitutional flag will render this honor. 

3. Do not display the Flag with 
the union down except as a signal of 
distress. 

4. Do not place any other flag or 
penant above or, if on the same level 
to the right of the Flag of the United 
States of America. 

5. Do not let the Flag touch the 
ground or the floor, or trail in the 
water. 

6. Do not place any object or em- 
blem of any kind on or above the Flag 
of the United States of America. 

8. Do not fasten the Flag in such 
manner as well permit It to be easily 
torn. 

9. Do not drape the Flag over the 
hood ,top, sides or back of a vehicle, 
or of a railroad train or boat. When 
the Flag is displayed on a motor car, 
the staff should be affixed firmly to 
the chassis, or clamped to the radia- 
tor cap. 

10. Do not display the Flag on a 
float in a parade except from a staff. 

11. Do not use the Flag as a cover- 
ing for a ceiling. 

12. Do not carry the Flag flat or 
horizontally, but always aloft and 
free. 

18. Do not use the Flag as a por- 
tion of a costume or of an athletic 
uniform. Do not embroider it upon 
cushions or handkerchiefs nor print it 
on paper napkins or boxes. 

14. Do not put lettering of any 
kind upon the Flag. , 
15. Do not use the Flag in an 
form of advertising nor fasten an ad- 
vertising sign to a pole from which 

the Flag is flying. 

16. Do not display, use or store 
the Flag in such a manner as will per- 
mit it to be easily soiled or damaged.

New York Is Reciprocal 


A letter from the commiasioner of 
motor vehicles of New York to the 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles in Massa- 
chusetts states that New York will al- 
low Massachusetts car owners to op- 
erate in New York at any time with- 
out securing New York registration. 

This means that there is fall reci- 
proeity between the two states, be- 
cause Marsachusetts, in return, will 
allow automobiles registered in New 
York unlimited time in Massachuretts, 
except that those persons owning ve- 
hicles remaining beyond the period of 
80 days must secure a permit which is 
issued free of charge, the only re- 
quiremcnt being that the aponcant for 
such permit must be the holder of a 
policy indemnity insurance. 

Motorists with cara fegistered in 
New Yerk state who desire to remain 
im Nerthfield longer than 380 days 
must secure their permita to operate 
thereafter at the Registry branch of- 
fice in Greenfield.
